By Official Action mailed September 2, 2004, restriction to one of the following inventions 
is required: 

Group I: Claims 1-6, directed to a light emitting diode, classified in class 257, 
subclass 13; and 

Group II: Claims 7-17, directed to a method for manufacturing a light-emitting 
diode, classified in class 438, subclass 22.

The election is made with traverse because the Examiner has failed to demonstrate why the 
product made by the Examiner's hypothetical process mentioned in page 2, lines 6-8 fi*om bottom, 
of the Restriction Requirement can be regarded as being materially different from the claimed 
product.
